His  beauty  was  of  the  mind! 

Was  it  jealousy,  to  which  he  pretended  so  as  to  flatter  the  Leopard? 
Why?  What  can  a  Leopard  do  for  a  Fox?  Return  the  compliment  by 
acting  stupid?  But  the  Fox  isn't  so  easily  flattered.  And  he  knows  that 
the  Leopard  too  knows,  who  in  any  case  is  much  too  busy  (beauty  being 
a  full-time  job  even  without  playing  stupid).  No.  —  Irony  then?  To  disturb 
the  Leopard's  certainty?  But  facts  are  facts:  To  impugn  his  own  mind  so 
as  to  lead  the  Leopard  to  doubt  his  beauty?  —  the  Leopard  can  live  with- 
out it,  but  the  Fox  without  his  mind?  No. 

No.  The  Fox  knows  that  he  —  the  Fox  —  talks  in  riddles.  Hasn't  he 
often  hung  himself  on  his  own  riddles?  So  that  if  not  before  then  at  least 
after  his  mots  —  even  were  we  content  not  to  question  his  mots  —  he,  the 
Fox,  chasing  his  own  tail,  keeps  addressing  his  tail:  "What  does  he  —  the 
Fox,  I  mean  —  mean?"
